 House Bill No. 1511 -- Henderson County - Subject to local approval, increases the rate 
of the occupancy tax from 5% to 7%; changes the distribution and use of the tax revenue. - 
Amends Chapter 98 of the Private Acts of 1983; as amended. by *Haston. 
 
 House Bill No. 1512 -- Criminal Procedure - As introduced, requires the magistrate to 
provide a victim who participates in a global positioning monitoring system with the emergency 
assistance number, in addition to the number for a local law enforcement agency. - Amends 
TCA Title 4; Title 38; Title 39; Title 40; Title 41 and Title 55. by *Lafferty, *Littleton. 
 
 House Bill No. 1513 -- Textbooks - As introduced, enacts the "Textbook Transparency 
Act"; requires the state board of education to develop an electronic database of textbooks 
adopted by local education agencies and public charter schools to be maintained by, and 
accessible to the public at, each public university's main campus library. - Amends TCA Title 49, 
Chapter 6, Part 22. by *Cochran. 
 
 House Bill No. 1514 -- Alcoholic Beverages - As introduced, reduces the population 
threshold, from 925 to 700, to make a municipality eligible to hold a referendum on the sale of 
alcoholic beverages. - Amends TCA Title 57. by *Cochran. 
 
 House Bill No. 1515 -- Local Government, General - As introduced, requires local 
governments to report, no later than February 1, 2022, to the general assembly the number of 
business licenses issued to places of accommodation for transients for calendar year 2021. - 
Amends TCA Title 5; Title 6; Title 7; Title 13; Title 67 and Title 68. by *Cochran. 
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 House Bill No. 1516 -- Education - As introduced, deletes antiquated language that 
required the comptroller's office to study the formation and operation of community schools and 
report its finding by November 1, 2018. - Amends TCA Title 49. by *Cepicky. 
 
 House Bill No. 1517 -- Alcoholic Beverages - As introduced, authorizes the City of St. 
Joseph to hold a referendum to authorize the retail sale of alcoholic beverages in package 
stores and for consumption on the premises. - Amends TCA Section 57-3-106 and Section 57-
4-103. by *Doggett. 
 
 House Bill No. 1518 -- Bail, Bail Bonds - As introduced, requires the clerk of each court 
with criminal jurisdiction to submit a monthly report to the administrative office of the courts 
including certain statistical information about arrests, release, bonds, and failures to appear; 
requires clerks who fail to submit the required information to pay an administrative fee. - 
Amends TCA Title 40, Chapter 11. by *Doggett. 
 
 House Bill No. 1519 -- Education, Higher - As introduced, changes from October to 
November, the month by which a public institution of higher education that receives funds from 
the distribution of credit cards to students or any percentage from the use of cards bearing the 
college or university name or logo must report the amount of such funds or percentage to the 
education committee of the senate and the education committees of the house of 
representatives. - Amends TCA Title 49. by *Doggett. 
 
 House Bill No. 1520 -- Election Laws - As introduced, requires new amendments or 
additions to political party rules to take effect 10 business days, instead of 10 days, after being 
filed with the secretary of state and the coordinator of elections. - Amends TCA Title 2. by *Hall. 
 
 House Bill No. 1521 -- Veterans - As introduced, changes, from 30 to 45, the number of 
days prior to the beginning of a new fiscal year that the Tennessee state veterans' homes board 
must submit the plan of operation for review and approval to the commissioner of veterans 
services, the commissioner of finance and administration, and the comptroller of the treasury. - 
Amends TCA Title 8, Chapter 9; Title 38, Chapter 7; Title 58; Title 62, Chapter 5; Title 63; Title 
68, Chapter 3, Part 5 and Title 68, Chapter 3, Part 2. by *Hall. 
 
 House Bill No. 1522 -- Business and Commerce - As introduced, authorizes a nonprofit 
cooperative protective association engaged in the production of sheep to submit its annual 
report to the commissioner of commerce and insurance in electronic format. - Amends TCA Title 
4; Title 5; Title 6; Title 7; Title 12; Title 13; Title 42; Title 43; Title 44; Title 45; Title 46; Title 47;
